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HISTORY OF CLUB 


as a Social Club. Its first home was in the 
old Ellwanger & Barry Building, on State 
Street, on the site of what is now the present EIl- 
wanger & Barry Building. The Club later moved 
from this site to the top floor of the Rochester 
Savings Bank Building, on West Main Street, 
and there, for many years, ic was a thriving or- 
ganization. In August, 1888, the Club acquired 
the Wilder residence, on East Avenue, and moved 
into it at a time when its membership was very 
small, consisting of some seventy-two members, 
and when its financial affairs were in a very pre- 
carious condition. The Club at this time had to 
face some very active competition from another 
club, and its fortunes rose and fell until the year 
1902, at which time they were at its lowest ebb. 
At this time William Bausch was elected to the 
Presidency and George F. Roth to the Vice- 
Presidency, and under the leadership of Mr. 
Bausch, ably supported by Mr. Roth and a very 
loyal Board of Governors, the affairs of the Club 
began slowly to improve. The membership was 
built up, the building on several occasions re- 
modeled and enlarged, so that January 1st, 1930, 
found the Club housed in a beautiful, comfortable 
and spacious home with a membership of 847 
resident members, 117 non-resident members, 12 
junior resident members and 5 honorary mem- 
bers.

We, the undersigned, citizens of the State of New York, 
and of the United States, and residing in the City of 
Rochester, in said State, desire to associate ourselves in 
connection with others residing in said city, for social 
purposes, under and in pursuance of the provisions of an 
Acc of the Legislature of the State of New York, entitled 
“An Act for the Incorporation of Societies or Clubs for 
certain social and recreative purposes,’’ passed April 11th, 
ae 5, and an Act amendatory thereof, passed April 25th 
1867. 


For that purpose we hereby certify: 


Our society shall be known by the title of ‘‘Tue Rocu- 
ESTER CLuB.”’ 


II 
Its office and location shall be at the City of Roch- 
ester, in the Srate of New York. 


III 
Its object is the promotion of social intercourse among 
its members. 


IV 
The Society shall be managed by a Board of Trustees 
or Directors of seven members. 


The names of the persons who shall be the Trustees or 
Directors for the first year of its existence are: Roswell 
Hart, William H. Ward, L. Ward Clarke, Levi F. Ward, 
Charles H. Chapin, Charles P. Achilles and George S.

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THE ROCHESTER CLUB 


I—NAME 
The name of this association shall be ‘“The Rochester 


Club 
II—OFFICERS 
The officers of the Club shall be a President, a Vice- 


President, a Secretary and a Treasurer. 


III—PRESIDENT 


The President, and in his absence the Vice-President, 
shall preside at the meeting of the Club and of the Board 
of Governors. 

In the event of their absence, a meeting of the Club or 
of the Board of Governors may elect its presiding officer 
pro tem. 

The President shall, with the Secretary, sign all written 
contracts and obligations of the Club, and shall perform 
such other duties as the Club or the Board of Governors 
may assign him. 


IV—SECRETARY 


The Secretary shall give notice of all meetings of the 
Club, Board of Governors or Committees, and shall keep 
minutes of such meetings, or see that they are kept by a 
member as Secretary pro tem. 


He shall be the medium of communication between 
the Board of Governors and the members of the Club, 
and shall post on the bulletin board all notices pertaining 
to his office. 


He shall conduct the correspondence and be the keeper 


of the Records and Seal of the Club. 


He shall notify the Treasurer in writing, promptly 
after each meeting, the names of all members elected and 
also of all resignations accepted; and also notify ali per- 
sons elected to membership, of their election. He shall 
have exclusive care of the general membership book. 


V—TREASURER 


Before entering upon the duties of his office the Trea- 
surer shall furnish a good and sufficient bond, to be ap- 
proved by the Board of Governors. 





CONSTITUTION 


His accounts shall be audited semi-annually. 


The Treasurer shall collect all entrance fees, dues and 
all other monies due the Club, and shall keep the accounts 
of the Club, and report thereon at each regular meeting 
of the Board of Governors. 


He shall pay all bills on the certificate of their correct- 
ness by the Executive Committee. 


Any officer of the Club, in the absence of or disability 
of the Treasurer, may sign checks to pay all bills on the 
certificate of their correctness by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 


VI—GOVERNORS 


1—A board of fifteen Governors shall have general 
charge of the affairs, funds and property of the Club. 


They shall have full power, and it shall be their duty 
to carry out the purposes of the Club according to 
its Charter, Constitutions and Rules. 


2—The members of the Board to be elected at the 
annual meeting in 1888 shall be divided into three 
classes of five members each, the first class to hold office 
until the annual meeting in 1889, the second class to hold 
office until the annual meeting in 1890, and the third class 
until an annual meeting in 1891. 


At the annual meeting in 1889, and at every annual 
meeting thereafter, the Club shall elect five members of 
said Board of Governors to take the places of the five 
members whose terms of office expire at that time, who 
shall hold office for three years and until their successors 
are elected. 


3—Eight members of said Board shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 


4—Any member of the Board of Governors who shall 
absent himself from three consecutive regular meetings, 
unless he shall have previously obtained permission so to 
do, from the Board of Governors, or shall present at the 
next regular meeting an excuse for his absence, satisfac- 
tory to every member of the Board of Governors present, 
shall cease to be a member of the Board of Governors, 
and the vacancy so created shall be filled for the unex- 
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pired term of said member at a regular meeting of the 
Board by a majority vote of the members present. 


5—Any member of the Board of Governors who shall 
be adjudged a Bankrupt under the Laws of the United 
States shall thereupon automatically cease to be a mem- 
ber of the Board of Governors, and the vacancy so 
created shall be filled for the unexpired term of said mem- 
ber at che next regular meeting of the Board by a majority 
vote of the members present. 


6—This Board shall, as soon as may be after each an- 
nual meeting, elect from its own body the President, 
Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer of the Club, who 
shall hold office during the pleasure of the Board and 
until their successors are elected. This Board shall have 
power to fill vacancies in its own body. 


7—This Board shall require of the Treasurer before he 
enters upon the duties of his office a good and sufficient 
bond, to be approved by this Board, and in an amount to 
be determined by the Board. This Board shall also desig- 
nate the Bank or Trust Company wherein shall be de- 
posited the monies of this Club. 


8—This Board shall submit at each annual meeting a 
general report of the affairs of the Club, with an estimate 
for the ensuing year, which may be printed and distributed 
to members five days before the annual meeting. 


9—This Board shall meet once a month, except during 
the months of July and August, and special meetings may 
be called by order of the President or of the Executive 
Committee. 


10—This Board shall prescribe rules for the admission 
of strangers to the privileges of the Club. 


VII—ADMISSIONS 


1—Each candidate for admission into the Club except 
Junior Members shall be at least twenty-one years of age 
and must be recommended in writing by two members 
under their signatures to the Board of Governors. 


2—The name and residence of every person proposed 
for admission, with the names of persons proposing and 
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CONSTITUTION 


seconding shall be exposed in a conspicuous place in the 
Club House, for at least ten days previous to being bal- 
loted upon. Two black balls shall be sufficient to exclude 
any candidate. All votes, conversations and debates on 
the admission, exclusion or expulsion of any person shall 
be held by the Board in honorable secrecy. 


3—Any member of the Board may move a reconsider- 
ation of any vote to admit or reject a candidate prior to 
adjournment. In cases of reconsideration, a second ballot 


shall be taken, which ballot shall be final. 
VIII—RULES OF BOARD OF GOVERNORS 


The Board of Governors shall have power to make 
rules for its own government, and to prescribe and en- 
force penalties for the violation of such rules. 


IX—STANDING COMMITTEES 


The President shall appoint from the members of the 
Board of Governors and/or from the Regular Members, 
an Executive Committee. The executive Committee in 
turn shall appoint any other committees deemed neces- 
sary for the successful operation of the Club. 


X—EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee subject to the direction and 
control of the Board of Governors shall have charge of 
the Club House and for the periods between regular 
meetings of the Board of all business of the Club and are 
authorized to make, alter and repeal all and any rules per- 
taining to the use of the Club by its members or the oper- 
ation thereof, subject, however, to any existing provision 
of the Constitution. 


They shall manage the Club, regulate prices, order pur- 
chases, audit accounts, receive and redress complaints, 
and appoint and dismiss employees. 


They shall report to the Board of Governors at each 
regular monthly meeting. 


They shall meet at call of the President, the Chairman 
or of any two members of the Committee. 
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XI—MEMBERS 


Members shall be resident, non-resident, Junior and 
Honorary. 


1—The number of resident members of the Club shall 
not exceed 950. The number of junior resident members 
shall not exceed 50. 


2—Non-resident members shall be such as do not re- 
side within the limits of the County of Monroe, State of 


New York. 


Non-resident members shall not be entitled to vote at 
any meeting of the Club, or to hold office. 


Non-resident members who may change their residence 
or place of business to within the County of Monroe, 
New York, shall be notified by the Secretary in writing 
that they are no longer privileged as such, and to retain 
membership they must qualify as resident members to 
conform to such change of residence. 


3—Any man between the ages of (18) and (30) 
vouched for and guaranteed by a member or some re- 
sponsible party shall be eligible to junior membership in 
the Club, and upon proper application and election shall 
be entitled to the privileges of the Club with the ex- 
ceptions of voting and the use of the third floor. 





Sons of resident members over (18) years of age who 
have not been elected to membership in the Club as pro- 
vided for in the foregoing paragraphs, shall be denied the 
privileges of the Club except as may be provided for in 
the Constitution and rules of che Executive Committee. 


4—A\ resident member intending to be continually ab- 
sent from the City for six months or more may be put on 
the non-resident list for such period at his written re- 
quest. But on his return to the City he shall become a 
resident member. 


5—The President of the United States and his cabinet 
and the Governor of the State of New York for the time 
being, shall be honorary members of the Club. 


6—The Board of Governors may, in their discretion, 
grant to the widow or female relatives of any deceased 
member of the Club the same privileges in the Club en- 
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joyed by a non-resident member and for the same annual 


dues. 
XII—DUES 


1—The entrance fee shall be fifty dollars for resident 
members and twenty-five dollars for non-resident mem- 
bers, but this fee may be suspended for a specified time at 
the discretion of the Board of Governors. 


Any non-resident member becoming for the first time a 
resident member shall pay an additional entrance fee of 
twenty-five dollars. 


2—Annual dues of eighty (80) dollars, or quarterly 
dues of twenty (20) dollars, payable in advance on the 
first day of January, April, July and October in each year 
shall be paid by all resident members, beginning April 1, 
1923. 

New members elected during the firse half of a quarter 
shall pay dues for that quarter. Those elected during the 
second half of any quarter shall pay dues beginning with 
the quarter following their election. 


3—The annual dues of non-resident members shall 
be twenty-five dollars, payable in advance in the first 
quarter of each year. Members belonging to the Clergy 
shall be charged quarterly dues of ten (10) doilars and no 
initiation fee. 


Annual dues of $40.00, or quarterly dues of $10.00, 
payable in advance on the first day of January, April, 
July and October, shall be paid by all junior members. 


4—Candidates elected, on payment of the entrance fee 
and of the proper dues, as provided in subdivisions 1, 2 
and 3 of this Article, shall become members of the Club 
and the election of any candidate shall be void if he fails 
to make such payment within thirty days after notice of 
his election is mailed, addressed to him at the place given 
as his residence on the posted list of candidates. Any can- 
didate failing to so qualify within the prescribed time 
shall not again be eligible to membership within one year 
from such previous election. 

s—When the dues of any member shall remain unpaid 
for the space of three months, the Treasurer shall cause to 
be mailed to the said member, upon such action being ap- 
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proved by the Board of Governors, a notice, by registered 
letter, that he is suspended from membership for non- 
payment of dues, and all his privileges of the Club have 
ceased. 


Any member so suspended, upon making written ap- 
plication showing satisfactory reason why payment of 
dues was not made, may be reinstated by the Board of 
Governors. 


6—Any member of the Club failing to comply with 
the rules of the Executive Committee in regard to the 
payment of House Charges, for services rendered to such 
party by the Club, shall be liable to suspension by the 
Board of Governors and shall be liable to the Club for any 
expense to which the Club may be put in collecting said 
House Charges and such expense of collection shall be a 
just and due charge against said member and shall be in- 
cluded as part of such member’s indebtedness to the Club. 


XIII—RESIGNATIONS 


1—Resignations of membership shall be made to the 
Secretary in writing, but shall not take effect until the re- 
signing member shall have paid all dues and charges 
assessed to him, including the assessment for the quarter 
in which his resignation shall have been presented. 


2—Every member shall discharge and release by his 
resignation all his rights and interests in the property of 
the Club when he ceases to be a member thereof, except 
any bonds of the Club held or owned by such member, 
and all his privileges of the Club shall cease with the 
termination of his membership. 


XIV—FORFEITURE OF MEMBERSHIP 


A member may forfeic his membership :— 
1—By his resignation on acceptance by the Board of 
Governors. 


2—By his failure to pay his dues, as provided by Article 
XII, Sec. 5. 


3—A member shall forfeit his membership to the Club 
by conduct which shall be pronounced by a vote of the 
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Board of Governors to have endangered, or to be likely 
to endanger, the welfare, interest or character of the Club. 


XV—MEETINGS AND ELECTIONS 


1—T wenty members shall constitute a quorum at any 
meeting of the Club. 


2—There shall be an annual meeting of the Club on 
the last Saturday of January in each year, at which meet- 
ing five members of the Board of Governors shall be 
elected by Ballot. 


A majority of the votes shall be necessary to elect. 


3—A committee of five members of the Club, not 
members of the Board of Governors, shall be appointed 
by the Board at its regular November meeting, whose 
duty it shall be to recommend the names of not less than 
ten candidates to be voted for at the annual meeting. The 
names of the Nominating Committee shall be posted on 
the Bulletin Board not later than December 10th. The 
names of the candidates nominated by the Committee 
shall be posted on the Bulletin Board at least ten days 
previous to the annual meeting. 


Notice of annual meeting and list of nominees for 
Board of Governors shall be mailed by the Secretary of 
the Club to each member two weeks before said meeting. 


Additional nominations may be made and posted on 
the Bulletin Board, over the signatures of any five mem- 
bers of the Club, at least five days before the annual 
meeting. 

No member of the Club shall be eligible for election 
unless posted. 


—Upon the written request of ten members of the 
Club, the Board of Governors or the President shall call a 
special meeting of the Club, which request, and also the 
notice of any special meeting, shall state the object for 
which the meeting is called, and at such meeting no sub- 
ject not so stated shall be considered. 


5—Notice of all meetings, whether annual or special, 
shall be posted in the Club House for one week, in addi- 
tion to the notices mailed by the Secretary to the indi: 
vidual members. 
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XVI—ORDER OF BUSINESS 


Ac all meetings of the Club the following order of 
business shall be observed: 


1—Reading of the minutes of the previous meeting. 
2—Report of Board of Governors. 

3—Report of Treasurer. 

4—Reports of Standing Committees. 

5—Reports of Special Committees. 

6—Election of Governors. 

7—Miscellaneous Business. 


XVII—GAMBLING 


No betting or card playing for stakes shall be allowed 
in the Club House. 


XVIII—AMENDMENTS 


This Constitution may be amended at any meeting of 
the Club, annual or special, by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present. 


Notice of proposed amendments shall be furnished the 
Secretary at least twenty days before the meeting at 
which it is proposed to consider them, and the Secretar 
shall cause such notices to be printed and sent to ark 
member at least ten days before such meeting. 


XIX—HOUSE RULES 


The Executive Committee shall prepare and enforce 
the Rules regulating the use of the Club House by the 
members under the direction of the Board of Governors. 


XX 


Any question concerning the interpretation of the 
Constitution or House Rules shall be decided by the 
Board of Governors. 
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I 


The house shall be opened at 8 a. m. from November 
1st to May 1st, and at 7:30 a. m. from May 1st co 
November 1st. 


The house shall be closed at 12 p. m. daily, excepting 
on Saturday, when the closing hour shall be 1 a. m. sharp. 


II 


The billiard room shall be closed from 12 o’clock on 
Saturday nights until 8 o’clock on Monday mornings. 


Ill 


The regulation for the use of the billiard room, card 
rooms and bowling alley are under the control of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. Rules pertaining thereto will be 
found in the different rooms. 


IV 


As soon as possible after the first day of every month 
there shall be sent to each member a first notice of his 
house charges up to and including the last day of the pre- 
ceding month. If such indebtedness exceed Twenty-five 
($25.00) Dollars and is not paid within fifteen days after 
the date of mailing of such notice, a second notice shall be 
sent to the delinquent member. Should such member fail 
to make payment within fifteen days after the mailing of 
the second notice, his credit may, at the discretion of the 
Executive Committee, be suspended until such indebted- 
ness has been discharged in full, notice of such suspension 
being sent to him. If the member still continues in default 
for another period of fifteen days the Board of Governors 
may drop him from membership in the Club. In case a 
second delinquency involving suspension of credit under 
this rule occurs within twelve months, the Board of Gov- 
ernors may drop the member from the Club forthwith. 
Furthermore, whenever the indebtedness of a member 
for house charges, amounts to the sum of Twenty-five 
($25.00) Dollars or more, he may, at the discretion of the 
Executive Committee, be called upon to pay the amount 
in full. Failing to do so within one week from the date of 
mailing of such notification, the member’s credit may be 
suspended and no further supplies shall be ordered by, 
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signed for or furnished to him until his indebtedness js 
discharged in full. Irrespective of the amount of his in- 
debtedness and upon cause appearing to be sufficient, the 
Executive Committee may suspend the credit of any 
member at any time. Any member under suspension who 
shall enter and use any of the facilities of the Club, ex- 
cepting to transact business in the office regarding his 
account, may, upon action of the Board of Governors, be 
summarily dropped from membership. Any member 
who, while his credit is suspended, shall order or sign for 
supplies or other club service, may, upon action of the 
Board of Governors, be summarily dropped from mem- 
bership. The Board of Governors may direct the Trea- 
surer to place any account in arrears in the hands of an At- 
torney for collection, and in that event, all expenses for 
collection shall be a just and due charge against such de- 
linquent member and included in his indebtedness in ac- 
cordance with the Provisions of the Constitution. Any 
member suspended for non-payment of house charges 
under Rule IV, upon written application showing satis- 
factory reason why payment of charges was not made, 
may become reinstated by the Board of Governors. 


Vs 


Payments to servants shall be made by charge checks 
signed by the member (full name, not initials only), or if 
in cash, to the Manager, Assistant-Manager or Auditors, 
or such person as the Treasurer may designate. 


VI 


No member shall give any gratuity of any kind to any 
employee of the Club. Violation of this ‘no tipping” 
rule should be reported in writing to the Board of Gov- 
ernors which shall, in its discretion, either discipline the 
offending member or expel him from the Club. 


Vil 


No newspapers, magazines or books belonging to the 
Club shall be marked, cut or defaced, nor shall they or 
other property of the Club be removed from the House 
by any member or employee. 
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VII 


No subscription paper or petition shall be circulated in 
the Club House, nor shall any article be exposed for sale in 
the Club House without permission of the Executive Com- 
mittee. No advertising matter shall be exposed in any of 
the rooms of the Club, except that contained in publica- 


tions subscribed for by the Club. 
1X 


Any member may introduce into the Club House any 
person residing within or without the limits of the City 
of Rochester as his guest for the day or meal, entering 
said person’s name and residence with his own, on the 
general visitor’s book; but persons residing within the 
said limits not oftener than once in three months. The 
privileges of resident visitors introduced under this rule 
shall extend to the rooms on the first and second floors of 
the house only. Children of members may enter the Club 
only when accompanied by their parents or either of them, 
and for the enjoyment of restaurant privileges only, ex- 
cept that sons of members shall be permitted the use of 
the Billiard Room and Bowling Alleys when accom- 
panied by their parent and then not more than once in 
each week. 

Excessive use of the Club either by guests or families of 
members shall be under the control of the Executive 
Committee. 

X 


Upon request of any member of the Club in good 
standing, the President, the Secretary, or any member of 
the Executive Committee may issue to any non-resident 
a card extending the privileges of the Club for two weeks, 
which card may be renewed, for a similar period only, 
in the discretion of the Executive Committee. 


The member upon whose application any stranger is 
admitted to the Club will be held responsible for the con- 
duct of such stranger and for any debts to the Club in- 
curred by him. Any stranger, guest or visitor violating 
any of the laws or rules of the Club may be notified by an 
ofhcer through the member by whom he was introduced 


that he can no longer enjoy the privileges of the Club.

Ladies belonging to the immediate family of resident 
or non-resident members and authorized to sign checks 
for them, have the use of the ladies’ restaurants and wait- 
ing rooms only, and can invite such guests as they wish. 
But if an entertainment is contemplated, the Manager 
shall be notified and the Executive Committee shall de- 
cide if the application shall be granted.

Meals a la carte will be served, in the dining rooms, 
every day (except Sunday) from 12 m. to 12 p. m. 
special business men’s luncheon daily (except Sunday) 
from 12 m. to 2 p. m. Sunday service will be as deter- 
mined by the Executive Committee.

All requests and complaints should be made in writing, 
signed, and addressed to the Executive Committee, and 


deposited in the place provided for that purpose.

Persons having business with members should send 
their names and await the persons they wish to see in the 
reception room.

Members shall not be allowed to send the servants out 
of the Club on any pretext whatever.

Overcoats, hats, umbrellas and canes must be deposited 
in the places provided for them. The Club will not be 
responsible for articles that are not checked.

No dogs shall be allowed in the Club House.

It shall be the duty of the Manager or the Board’s 
representative to report any violation of these rules to the 
Executive Committee, who shall notify the member 
guilty of such information and enforce the rules.
